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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of species 1 , claims 27-34, 51 and 52 in the 
reply filed on 5 April 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
claims 51 and 52 are linking claims. This is not found persuasive because claims 51 
and 52 recite a phrase "including one of which is an alternative limitations of claim 27 
and 35. Therefore, claims 51 and 52 are not linking claims. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration acknowledges 
the duty to disclose to the Office all Information known to the person to be 
material to patentability as defined in 37 CFR 1.56. 

3. The statement: "I acknowledge the duty to disclose information which is material 
to the examination of this application in accordance with Title 37, Code of Federal 
Regulations, § 1.56(a)" is incorrect. The correct statement should read: "I acknowledge 
the duty to disclose information which is material to the patentability of this application in 
accordance with Title 37, Code of Federal Regulations, § 1 .56". 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 27-34, 51 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gardner (USPN 5,038,525). Gardner discloses for a sanding machine 14 
comprising a sanding device including a carrier 20, a sanding element 36, two coupling 
elements 26 and 28, the sanding element 36 coupled to the carrier 20 with the coupling 
elements, a movable connection provided between sanding element 36 and carrier 20, 
ends of the coupling elements coupled to the sanding element 36 movable relative to 
each other during sanding, wherein the coupling elements are flexible, is hingedly 
connected to the carrier 20, a device 32 adapted to urge the coupling elements apart, 
wherein the sanding element 36 includes a flexible support element 34 connected 
fixedly to the coupling elements to support the sanding element 36, wherein the sanding 
element 36 is a endless sanding belt (note Fig. 1 and 2, col. 5, lines 1 1-60). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Thompson and Uzumcu et al are cited to show a sanding device 
for sanding machine.
